Eacli man represents a Arm 
ttwe toeerea OMmbeie. Make the 




average three, aad yea haw 8300 men whose 
iDcomes are from $16,000 to $1(»,U<)0 a year 
-and the fractional daily fluctuations of .stocks 
I pay them this vast revenue. Each firm employs 
I a curb broker aad from alx to forty elerks, at 
salaries of from $2.'> tn $2^)0 per month. The 
eighths aad quarters that are chalked up on 
the boards in the brokers' blices pay all these 
salaries. From the head of the firm down to 
the humblest clerk, there i-> not a "producer" 
in the lot. Then there are the Banks— nearly 
enough of thea to make a aolid atrsst from 
Fulton to the Battery. They sapport from 60 
to men each, at salaries of from $1,000 
to $10U,UUO per year, by merely handling tbe 
moaey that flows late Wall Street, and keeping 
.1 little hit of each amount t!,:it ;'a.s.<«js through 
their tills. Tbt^re are also the Consolidated, 
the Produce, the Mining, the Cotton, the Coffee, 
and other Exchanges, with their thousands of 
membor-', and the clerks and umierling- which 
each member must have in his employ. There 
are haadreds of lawrers— many of them having 
tremendous incomes— who do nothing but Wall 
Streets law business. Then there is an army 
of messengers, stenographers and other de- 
peadenta at salaries whioh are too small to 
mention in this capitulation. .\ll of them live 
on tbe money that the country sends into Wall 
Street, and every man who seeds his money in 
expects to get it oat with aomethiag added to 
it. 

Two-thirds of the high livers in New York 
come from Wall Street— or their iacomes do. 
The poorest member of the Stock Exchaage is 
worth .$100,000 and the riche.it $60,000,000. 
There is hardly a man in the Exchange who 
hasn't his aatoaobile, aad eveiy one oat of 20 
has his steam y.icht. It l osts from $2."),000 to 
$',iiOO,000 a year to maintain a steam yacht 
such u a Wall Street maa would consider 
worthy of the name. 

When you come to think it alt ovi-r, the esti- 
mate of the eminent commercial authority whom 
I quoted at the hagiaaiag of thia letter aenas 
ridiculously small. It doeen't seem enough, by 
half, to keep Wall Street going. And the sub- 
ject suggests an incident of the last interna- 
tional yacht races, in which an Englishman gave 
vent to a bit of uaeoaaoieus humor which no 
member of his race ever excelled.
